purpose has been more especially to 
seenre new ontlets for the products of 
the mother country and new aonrcaa 
of supply. Where the purpose of 
colonization is accompanied by, and

<te not recognized by those who cop 
trol theological education, that tht 
theological seminary has so Isolated 
itsell from the real work and problems 
of life that It knows altogether too 
little of the stress, temptations and 
sorrows of the world to day. 

The question at issue is not wheth 
er these criticisms have been accurate 
ly thought out and precisely formu- 
lated, but whether the points are suf 
ficiently well taken to call for serious 
consideration. Nor does the question 
relate to the correctness of the theo 
logical dogmas tanght in there schools 
It is rather with the method followed 
in these institutions, the scope of their 
work, and the actual results secured 
that we have to deal. Education as 
inch is the problem under discussion, 
not soundness ol doctrine. In many 
ways the theme under consideration is 
the more fundamental ol the two, in- 
.ismnch aa correctness in mental hab 
its and sincerity In thought-processes 
are absolutely essential to correctness 
ol view. Plato's doctrine in the "Ideal 
Republic,” that only philosophers are 
fit to rule, has an Important bearing 
upon the revival of leadership among 
the clergymen of modern timea. Ca- 
pacity to think accurately and honest 
ly will always be the power of leader- 
ship ; and the function ol the teacher 
is still to lead others to solve problems 
rather than to assert opinions arbitra- 
rily and dogmatically. It is certainly 
trne that the thought of the Church, 
not only during the pas*, few years, 
but ever since the great theological 
discussions ol the Reformation, has 
been so centered upon questions of be 
lie! that comparatively little consider- 
ation has been given to tbe pedagog 
icai condition of theological education 
No one seems to have written upon 
this important theme, and no adequate 
history of the schools that have been 
set apait lor this work has been is- 
sued. — "Reconstruction in Theologi 
cal Education;” by President William 
F. Slocum iu the January Forum.
